HOW  TO  USE  THIS  SUPPLEMENT 


NEW  PROGRAMS 

The  supplement  describes  all  new  audio/visual  materials  that  have  been  acquired  or  produced  by  ACCESS 
NETWORK  since  publication  of  the  1987  Audio/Visual  Catalogue.  All  programs  have  duplication  rights  and 
are  intended  for  use  by  educators  in  Alberta.  Detailed  information  on  the  new  programs  can  be  found  in 
the  curriculum  index;  programs  fall  under  broad  subject  headings  and  are  arranged  alphabetically  by  title 
then  numerically  by  Basic  Program  Number  (BPN).  Program  information  includes  a physical  and 
intellectual  description.  Note  that  the  expiry  date  follows  the  production  year.  In  some  cases  two  dates  are 
provided.  The  first  date  is  the  end  of  the  duplication  period.  The  second  is  the  end  of  the  permitted 
broadcast  period.  A title  index  appears  at  the  front  of  the  supplement.  Programs  are  in  alphabetical  order 
either  by  series  title  or  single  program  title.  New  to  the  catalogue  is  the  addition  of  videodiscs.  These  are 
described  on  a separate  page  following  the  curriculum  index.

CARTOONING  WITH  YARDLEY  JONES 

Intended  for  the  adult  viewer  - artistically  talented  or  not.  Requires  no  previous  artistic  experience,  just  a 
good  sense  of  humour  and  a desire  to  communicate  a humourous  message.  Presents  techniques  used  in 
creating  cartoons,  starting  with  the  basic  skills  and  moving  to  the  more  sophisticated.  (Twenty-six 
thirty-minute  programs,  BPN  656701-656726,  support  material  is  available).

Presents  the  'tools  of  the  trade’,  but  stresses  the  basics:  pencil  and 
sketchpad.  Introduces  the  topics  to  be  covered  in  the  remaining  series. 
Involves  another  well-known  cartoonist,  Ben  Wicks,  who  proves  that 
cartooning  is  easy  to  do,  and  fun,  too!.

Adds  animal  touches  to 
human  figures  and  vice  versa.  Ignores  conventional  anatomy,  all  in  the 
name  of  fun.
